The main event will come Aug- 
ust 26 when the electorate chooses 
between the prohibition and anti- 
prohibition delegates. 
The win- 
ning slate will be seated in ' the 
convention November 24 and will 
formally vote the will of the ma- 
jority as expressed in the August 
26 balloting. 


The dispute will be renewed 
after a lapse of 15 years, when 
Texas went dry by a slim margin 
of 10,000 votes after a bitter cam- 
paign.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—OF)— 
The administration wants to mold 
public opinion Into a prod for big 
industries that seem a little slow 
about agreeing on how they shall 
increase wages and purchasing 
power. 


And that same weapon will be 
used to see that these industries 
do not stray toward any "wildcat 
price lifting" schemes. 


Hugh S. Johnson, recovery ad- 
ministrator, inaugurated the direct 
appeal campaign because he was 
slightly ruffled at the fact 
that 
the rest of the 10 big industries 
apparently are waiting to see what 
happens to the cotton textile trade 
agreement before presenting their 
own. 


His thesis in the plea to the peo- 


ple, and to business, was that the 
program "can succeed only if tne 
whole nation gets behind It with"

Already he has received propos- 
ed codes of fair competition from

J. E. McDonald, Texas state 
commissioner of agriculture, 
today appealed to the citi- 
zenry to co-operate actively 
to insure that Texas be the 
first cotton state to sign its 
quota in President Roose- 
velt's cotton acreage retirement 
plan. 


"The economic soundness of this 
plan Is not a controversial matter; 
this Is a part of our great presi- 
dent's plan to restore purchasing 
power to the cotton grower so that 
he In turn may support liberally 
other Industries of " our 
nation, 
which Industries In turn will em- 
ploy labor now idle," McDonald 
said.

Up to the South. 


"Taking into full consideration 
the weak statistical position of 
cotton together with the prospec- 
ive yield of the growing crop,, we 
are confronted with the question 
as to whether we shall retire cotton 
acreage In 'line with the adminis- 
tration's program, or shall we see 
the South suffer an economic col- 
lapse this fall; in other words it 
is up to the South to demonstrate 
to the world whether cotton Is 
servant of man or the South the 
slave of cotton. This plan will put 
$150,000,000 into the South in July, 
$40,000,000 of which will come to

Cost of Living 


Going Up Says 


National Board 


NEW YORK, June 29.— UP)— Pp 


— says the National Industrial Con- 
ference board— goes the cost of 
living. 


The board's monthy index show- 
ed today that living costs for May 
were O.gper cent higher than in 
April. 
Tfle figures are based on 
data from 17? representative cit- 
ies. 


The purchasing power of the 
dollar, the index 
showed, 
was 
138.7 in May as compared with 
139.9 In April, the 1923 dollar be- 
ing taken as 100. 


Despite the rise of the month, 


living costs were still 7.4 per cent 
lower than in May of last year, 
and 27.1 under those of two years 
ago*. 


Rentals, 
the hoard's 
figures 
showed, declined 0.8 per cent 
In 


May, 
but food prices were 3. .6 per 
cent. .Clothing prices showed 110 
appreciable change. There was a 
slight rise in the "sundries" index, 
attributed to price increases in 
furniture and house furnishings.

SENATOR COUZENS 
STIRS CONFERENCE 
WITH DEBTS SPEECH 


AMERICAN IDELEGATE HAD 
REFERENCE DEBTS IN GEN- 
ERAL; NOT WAR DEBTS 


LONDON,. June 26.—W)—Sena- 
tor James Couzen of Michigan, 
American 
delegate, 
stirred 
the 


world economic conference today 
by declaring in a speech that the 
world's debt structure must bo 
adjusted. 
He urged worldwide action to 
raise prices and to increase the 
demand for raw materials in his 
addrses, 
made before the 
sub- 
commission on immediate 
mea- 
sures for financial reconstruction. 
The 
senator 
asserted 
he did 


not believe "that prices can be 
raised by monetary means alone." 
He emphasized the necessity of 
organizing 
creditors 
throughout 
the 
world and 
of establishing 


some form of permanent body to 
act in an advisory capacity be- 
tween organized creditors and or- 
ganized debtors. 
The Republican senator did not 


mention . war debt but referred 
to indebtedness in general. He 
warned that "this is in no sense 
to be construed as an Invitation 
to debtors able to pay to scale 
down their obligations." 
"Certainly it is not an Invita- 
tion to default," he said. 
He asserted an Increased demand 
for 
raw 
materials, as contem- 
plated by the American program, 
offers in his opinion "far more 
hope for world recovery than can 
possibly be expected merely from 
a reduction in tariff duties on a 
number of manufactured articles 
which are highly competitive be- 
tween nations."

ST. PETER'S BOMB OUTRAGE 
BLAMED ON TROUBLE BET 


VATICAN AND SPANISH REG1 


BY ANDRUE BEBDING

VATICAN CITY, July 29—(/P)— 
The bomb which exploded yester- 
day in the portico of St. Peter's 
was .manufactured In Spain and 
brought here by Demetrio Sola- 
mon, who carried a Spanish pass- 
port, the police declared today aft- 
er they had arrested Solamon, 
charging him with planting the ex- 
plosive . 


The authorities asserted the ex- 
plosion was the 
result of 
the 
present strained relations between 
the Vatican and Spain following 
the Pope's encyclical of June 3 
and the Latae Sententiae excum- 
municatlons of members of the 
Spanish government.

The latest Interpreted Informa- 
tion regarding the cotton acreage 
retirement plans were announced 
here today by O. O. Morris, county 
demonstration agent, and Navar- 
ro county's administrator, who re- 
turned from a meeting with the 
district agent In Dallas. Thursday. 
Cotton 
growers 
are given th'e 
choice of two plans for receiving 
the benefits of the farm relief act 
as applied to cotton. 


Mr. Morris pointed out that as 
a whole, Navarro county farmers 
will receive a greater' amount of 
money by retiring a certain per- 
centage of their crop, than they 
would If they harvested the origi- 
nal amount of acres planted. 
Navarro has 815,000 acres 
of 
cotton in cultivation; which yields 
86,000 bales. At $35 per bale, or 5 
cents per pound, the county would 
realize t2,124,000 but at $80 per 
bale, or 12 cents per pound, 
it 


would amount to $5,100.000, or $3,- 
000,000 more. Considering the re- 
duction in bales, there will be a 
net gain of $2,250,000 to Navarro 
county farmers, or an amount 
more than the original acreage 
would bring, according to Mr. 
Morris' calculations. 


Inflated Price. 
Mr. Morris said that farmers 


will cite the present market price 
of 91 cents per pound, as contrast- 
ed with the fl cent price quoted In 
his figures. In explanation of this, 
he point-id out that the present 
price at 8 cents Is a speculative 
figure, and when the crop is made, 
the price will be reduced. 


He said that the cotton acreage 
reduction plan is not in its formu- 
latlve stage, but In a reality now, 
and It is up to the farmer to take 
It or leave It. "It is not a 'Santa 
Claus' deal, but is a strict purchase 
plan on the part of the govern- 
ment," he said.

At that ested in the failure of the 


GREAT SECTION OF CHINA IS 
NOW THREATENED WITH FLOOD 


WATERS OF GREAT YANGTSE 


By MORRIS j. HARRIS 


SHANGHAI, June 23.— 


na'* great river, the 'Yangtse, is 
threatening to inundate numerous 
cities, towns and farm lands with- 
in it* vast valley, comprising the 
heart of the nation. 
The Yangtse, which has under- 
gone a phenomenal rise in the last 
fortnight as a result of continu- 
ous rains, now laps the tops of 
dikes protecting 
the 
nation's 
granary. 


The stream threaten! to repeat 
the great floods of 1931, follow- 
ing which 7,000 mile* of 
new 
dike* were 
built at 
a height 
believed sufficient to remove all 
likelihood of the danger which 
now impends. 


Grave alarm Is felt In the dis- 
trict through which the Yangtse 
flows. 
Emergency measures are 
being put forth to strengthen and 


raise the dikes. Numerous minor 
breaks 
have occurred, however, 
and 
isolated areas have 
been 
flooded. 


The danger that a still greater 
flood menaces China loomed when 
the nationalist government pub- 
lished a report by experts study- 
ing the yellow river saying they 
believe the yellow river is on 
the verge of leaving its present 
course in Northern Honan prov- 
ince, where 
the stream 
bends 
sharply to the Northeast, and 
returning 
to 
the ' old

through Eastern Honan and Nor- 
thern Klangsu to the sea.

PRESIDENT UNITED STATES 
WOULD SET MINIMUM AND

CHICAGO, June 26 (>rV-A pro- 
poied code under whlph the presi- 
dent of the United States would 
oet minimum and maximum gaso- 
line prices was submitted to oil 
dealers of the country today, with 
the approval of delegates from 60 
associations.

cutive vice president of the Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute, said

tion. If the code Is approved bi> 
a majority of the dealers, it will 
be combined with the code draft- 
ed by oil producers- and presented 
to Gen. Hugh 3.

Representatives of the oil asso- 


ciations were able to agree on 81 
of the 84 sections of the code. A 
deadlock between representatives 
of major companies and represen- 
tatives of independent dealers over 
the refiners' control of filling sta- 
tionc was tnded by the Inclusion 
of both views,

Independent* wrote a rule which 
prohibit! oil dealers from singing 
up station owners to deal In their 
products exclusively, unless

dealer actually owned the station, 
or leased it for five years and 
determine rent by something else 
than volume of business.

Must Be Posted. 


Prices must be posted; credit 
must be extended along upecifled 
lines; wholesalers may fix resell- 
ing prices; books of all oil dealers 
are to be open to a central gov- 
erning committee; and oil men ar« 
forbidden to furnish equipment or 
buildings for station outlets.
